Previous  to 
this  when  I  was  15  I  went  back  east  and  my   sister  was  quarried  (touise  to  Chas. 
>teinprise).  They  left  the  farm  in  Michigan  and  I  roBiained  horae  for  over  a  year  and 
went  to  school.  Then  Jim  had  loe  go  back  to  Kenora.  (This  is  when  he  built  aiHl  brought 
my  dad  out).  Dad  soon  got  restless  and  wanted  to  go  to  nty  sister  in  ^lichigan, 
which  he  did  and  died  there.  In  meantime  t^le  Jake's  wife  "Aunt  Nell**  died  so 
Jim  and  I  went  and  lived  with  him.  Jim  was  working  in  the  Fost  Office.  I  quit 
school  and  had  a  Job  in  the  Post  Office  too  in  General  Delivery  where  I  worked 
until  I  was  married  in  1903. 


The  people  Jim  took  you  to  meet  in  Winnipeg  who  had  the  shoe  store  were 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Andrew  Rannard.  Mrs.  Rannard  was  Minnie  Henesey,  a  daughter  of 
Shell  Renesey  (whereever  he  comes  in).  There  wis  another  daughter  of  Shell  H., 
Hrs.  Chas.  Hegel.  They  lived  in  Kenora  at  one  time  and  then  moved  to  Fort 
Williani.  The  Rannards  had  2  children:  Stella  and  Harry.  They  live  in  California- 
address  not  known  now.  The  Hegels  had  2  sons.  Guess  they  live  in  Fort  Williata 
still.  Ve  just  gradually  lose  track  of  the  different  coes.  My  aunts  and  uncles 
cm  my  laother's  side  I  guess  u*e  all  gone. 

It  seems  almost  impossible  to  send  a  proper  or  complete  record  of  all  our 
relatives.  I  do  hope  this  will  be  a  bit  more  help  for  you.  You   surely  are  having 
a  lot  of  patience  but  as  you  say  you  are  enjoying  doing  it. 

It  was  real  refeeshing  to  get  your  letter.  I  sure  love  all  ^  relatives,  latere 
is  a  Jim  Henesey  (Brother  of  Howard)  here  and  we  often  visit  (about  a  second  cousin 
I  guess).  Ve  feel  very  close.  He  has  a  lovely  wife.  They  have  a  il— gliss  daughter 
married  and  they  have  two  children.  A  son  died  quite  young.  It  sure  would  be 
swell  to  see  you,  Mr.  Demorest.  Seems  like  you  onist  be  in  good  health  to  undertake 
what  you  are  doing.  I  am  glad  you  are  getting  so  much  pleasure  out  of  it.  I 
trust  you  will  be  spared  s<yne  years  yet  to  enjoy  life.  I  mi  in  fairly  good  health 
for  my  years.  I  get  around  pretty  well.  This  is  a  lovely  country  here«  so  niany 
nice  places  to  go.  Flu  is  quite  prevalent  out  here  this  winter.  I  have  had  it 
and  was  quite  sick  for  a  few  days.  The  effects  seem  to  hang  on  so  long.  Well  I 
better  conclude  this  letter  or  you  will  be  getting  weary  of  it.  It  has  worried  me 
a  bit  as  I  felt  I  could  not  do  justice  to  the  infomtiation  you  wanted.  God  Bless 
you  Sheldon.  I  trust  you  know  Jesus  4s  your  personal  Saviour.  It's  the  only  life 
and  I  couldn't  get  along  without  it  and  it  is  so  necessary.  Salvation  is  of  God 
and  not  of  ourselves*  Dtank  you  for  writing.

Yesterday  I  receired  a  letter  fron  my  gister  Helen  enclosing  jrour  very 
interesting  letter  regarding  your  hobby.  I  hare  often  i*oiKlered  if  T*e  might  have 
any  relatives  in  Canada  on  the  Hennessey  side  oix  our  family.  I  hope  your  findings 
will  eventually  be  available  to  us.  Strange  to  say,  Jacob  Hendricks  Henesy  appears 
on  ray  grandfather's  tomb  and  I  never  really  learned  whether  this  was  an  error  in 
spelling  or  if  it  was  genuine.  At  the  front  of  the  family  Bible  is  a  gift  page 
stating  tliat  The  Bible  was  presented  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.G.  Cameron  by  J.H. 
Henesy.  It  is  wy   father's  hadnwriting.  Jacob  Hendricks  Henesy  was  born  (birthplace  un- 
Aug.  15th,  1829  and  died  Nov.  27th,  1912  -  in  Kenora.  Unfortunately,  there's       known) 
nothing  relating  to  marriages,  births  &  etc.  in  the  Bible.  It  happens  to  be  a 
very  large  book  with  many  illustrations  and  was  loaned  to  the  Knose  Church  to  be 
displayed  on  the  occasion  of  their  50th  anniversary  of  the  building  of  the  present 
church.  While  there  the  book  apparently  fell  and  some  portions  were  loosened.  The 
particular  section  which  recorded  marriages  and  births,  etc.  disappeared.  I  never 
did  hear  where  grandfather,  Jacob  Henesy,  was  born. 

Apparently,  he  was  a  tremendous  character  in  the  consnunity  of  Rat  Portage. 
I  remember  him  as  having  a  Van  Dyck  moustache  and  a  wooden  leg  (peg).  His  leg 
being  taken  off  at  the  knee.  Well  do  I  r^nember  calling  on  him  almost  daily  idiere 
he  batched  and  always  had  4  or  5  men  sitting  aroiuxd  playing  cribbage  or  cards  with 
the  smoke  so  heavy  that  it  was  hard  to  see  when  coming  in  from  outside.  He  would 
always  shove  a  nickel  in  my  hand  and  send  me  on  my  way.  He  was  a  real  Irishman, 
could  argue  black  was  white  but  also  had  the  respect  of  all  that  knew  him.  He  was 
known  to  everyone  as  "Uncle  Jake." 

}ty  eldest  brother,  Willi«n  George,  is  North  at  his  tourist  cainp  and  we 
expect  Iiim  h<»ne  on  the  15th.  I'm  sure  he  will  have  some  information  for  us  which 
I  will  send  on  to  you. 

It  just  happens  that  Jessie,  my  wife,  and  I  will  be  going  East  the 
latter  part  of  May  to  be  at  my  oldest  son's  graduation  at  Queens  -  iMedical  Doctor. 
I  see  by  the  map  that  Boxborough  is  just  Korth  of  Belleville  and  it  is  just  possible 
that  we  will  take  the  opportunit}'  of  saying  hello  to  you  when  we  are  on  our  way 
through  to  Kingston  to  see  Vtn,   McLeod  Cameron.  Incidentally,  i^  second  boy  is  at 
Toronto  University  in  his  second  year  taking  Honour  English.  At  present  he  is 
hoping  to  be  come  a  teacher,  ^f3r  3rd  boy  is  in  1st  yearCo^siierce  and  Finance 
(Business  Administration)  at  >k;Gill.  I  am  sincerely  proiui  of  all  thre  of  them 
and  I  believe  you  would  be  also,  were  you  to  see  them  and  knowing  that  they  had 
strains  of  good  Hennessey  blood  in  them. 

The  past  6  years  have  seen  practically  tl»  last  of  the  old-timers 
disappear.  Up  till  then  there  were  several  from  whom  we  might  have  gotten  scmie 
information  but  at  the  present  there  isn't  anyone  in  Kenora  that  I  can  recall  to  i^chq 
we  could  go  to.  Mother  originally  arrived  in  Kenora  (and  Uncle  Jake  and  his  wife) 
before  the  railroad  came  through.  Mother  was  bom  in  Foi^  du  lac,  Wisconsin  and 
the  family  moved  to  Winnipeg  yh&a.   she  was  quite  young.  They  left  her^  there  at 
St.  Mary's  Acad^iny  and  proceeded  on  to  Rat  Portage.  Mother  eventually  came  to 
Rat  Portage  by  stage  coach  during  the  winter  arriving  here  about  1879  or  there- 
abouts. She  was  18  i^en  married  in  1888,  so  must  have  been  born  in  1870.  I 
presume  my  sister  Helen  (i^o  we  call  Nell)  has  given  you  this  information.

}ty  grandtfather  Sheldon  Hennessey  vas  married  to  Charlotte  Wood. 
Her  sister  was  married  to  John  Crews,  Mbo   had  a  farm  outside  Trenton,  Ont. 
Some  of  the  family  reside  in  Trenton  or  near  it  now,  I  think. 

That  is  all  I  can  tell  you  of  my  grandmother.  Sheldon 
Hennessey,  wife  and  two  daughters,  Laura  and  Minnie,  carae  to  Port  Arthur 
about  1882  or  1883  by  boat.  My  Dad,  Chas.  C.  Hegel  married  Laura  in 
1884.  Sheldon  Hennessey  left  Port  Arthur  for  Rainy  River  in  1894  and  was 
on  land  owned  by  Jake  or  Jacob  Hennessey  of  Rat  Portage  (now  Kenora).  Later 
Sheldon  took  land  on  ground  next  to  Uncle  Jakes.  He  lived  there  till  fall 
of  1915  yhen  he  took  sick.  A.B.  Rannard,  Harry *s  father  and  Minnie's 
husband  took  him  to  Winnipeg  where  he  died  Feb.  5th  1916.  He  is  buried  in 
Vinnipeg. 

I  cannot  tell  you  where  Charlotte  Wbod  -  Sheldon's  wife, 
was  born  but  it  must  have  been  soioe  where  near  Trenton.  She  was  taken  to 
Winnipeg  ami  lived  son»  tiroes  with  my  Aunt  Minn  or  with  ray  mother  here. 
She  died  June  1st  1920  in  Winnipeg,  age  77  years  and  buried  with  Sheldon. 
She  was  born  May  15th  1843.  Sheldon  was  born  Sheldon  Mawley  May  22nd
